CONSTITUTION 


OF THE 


BOSTON ARTISTS’ ASSOCIATION. 


PREAMBLE. 


Tue Artists of Boston, deeply impressed with the impor~ 
tance of their profession, and with the necessity of a system» 
atic course of study for its successful cultivation ; also with the 
advantages to be derived from mutual co-operation and sup-’ 
port; resolve to form themselves into an Association for the’ 
furtherance of these objects. In so doing, they pledge to each 
other their honor as gentlemen, to lay aside all ungenerous, 
envious, or selfish feelings, and to seek the’ advancement of 
the Arts alone, for the Arts’ sake. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art. 1. The Association shall be called The Boston 
Artists’ Association. 

Art. 2. The Association shall be composed of Artists, 
Amateurs, and Honorary Members. Professional Artists: 
alone shall be considered as immediate members, and they 
shall have exclusive control over the affairs of the Association. 
The associate members shall have all the privileges of im- 
mediate members, save voting at meetings, and eligibility to 
office—excepting that of Treasurer. 

Arr, 3. Every Artist and Amateur shall, on becoming 
a member, pay the sum of Five Dollars, and subscribe his 
name to the Constitution.

Arr. 4. The Officers of the Association shall consist of 
» President, Vice President, Council, Secretary, and T'reas- 
urer. The Council shall be composed of a Chairman and 
six members, and in electing the same, as far as practicable 
one shall be chosen from each department of Art. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
at the meetings of the Association; and, in his absence, the 
Vice President shall take the chair; and, in the absence of 
both, the senior member of the Council shall preside. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Council to transact 
all the business of the Association necessary to be done dur- 
ing the intervals of its regular meetings, and to make, at each 
Ineeting, a report of their transactions. All acts of the Coun- 
cil shall be binding on the Association. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a 
record of all the transactions of the Association and of the 
Council, and at all times such records shall be open to the 
inspection of the Council, or any individual member of the 
Association. 

Arr. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep the 
funds, and make all the disbursements of the Association. His 
authority for the payment of any moneys of the Association, 
shall be an order from the Council, countersigned by the Sec- 
retary. He shall also give bonds in sufficient amount to se- 
cure the faithful discharge of his trust. 

Art. 9. The officers of the Association shall be elected 
annually by ballot, and any candidate having a majority of the 
votes present, shall be considered duly elected. 

Art. 10. At any meeting of the Association for the trans- 
action of business, a majority of the immediate members shall 
be present to constitute a quorum. All extra meetings shall 
be called by advertisements in two or more daily papers, at 
least three days before it shall take place, setting forth the 
objects of said meeting. 

Art. 11. Any candidate for membership who receives 
two thirds of the votes present, shall be considered duly elect- 
ed; and no member shall be expelled from the Association 
but by a majority of two thirds of the members present. 
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- Art. 12. The annual meeting of the Association for the 
choice of officers, shall be held on the first Wednesday of 
January, at 7 o’clock, P. M., the election to take place at 
8 o’clock. The stated meetings shall be held on the first 
Wednesdays of April, July, and October. At the annual 
meeting in January, the Secretary and ‘Treasurer shall make 
and deliver to. the Society their reports of the affairs of the 
Association. 

Art. 18.. The Council shall be bound to call a meeting, 
at any time, at the written request of ten members of the 
Association. 

Art. 14. Any of the foregoing articles may from time 
to time be modified or repealed, and new laws passed, pro- 
vided that the propriety of such modification, repeal, or 
enactment, shall be discussed at two regular meetings of the 
Association.

The scene which is here represented of the deputa- 
tion of Nobles saluting Lady Jane as their Sovereign, 
is laid in the library of Durham House, where Lady 
Jane resided with her husband, Lord Guildford Dud- 
ley. Of the kneeling figures, the nearest is the Duke 
of Northumberland, who bears in his hands the fatal 
parchment. Beyond Northumberland, is the Duke of 
Suffolk, Father of Lady Jane. The Lord Chancellor, 
Bishop of Ely, kneels a little apart from Suffolk. Im- 
mediately beyond is the first Earl of Bedford, and the 
figure of Cranmer is partially seen over the shoulder 
of Suffolk. Ata short distance beyond this kneeling 
group is another, consisting of the Duchess of Suffolk 
and Lord and Lady Guildford Dudley. Her Grace is 
seated at the library table, and evidently joins the gen- 
eral entreaty. The youthful pair are dressed in the 
rich habits which distinguished that period, and the 
young Nobleman seems to have brought persuasion, 
as it were, to a focus, by his gentle remonstrance.
